GENEVA, jan. 23 (Agencies) — The 1 3 OPEC countries appeared headed for a further 
cut in their overall oil output at the first round of their emergency talks Sunday. 

Commenting on reports that OPEC might cut daily output from a current 1 8.5 million 
barrels a day. Indonesian Oil Minister Dr. Subroto told reporters: ** We thought it should be a 
little bit lower than 18.5 but how much still has u> be discussed.*' 

The task facing the 13 ministers, meeting under heavy security precautions in a 
fashionable Geneva hotel, is to agree on a credible OPEC production ceiling for 1 ^83 and to 
back it up by equally credible quotas for the output of each of the member states. 

Iranian Deputy Oil Minister Abbas Honardusl told Reuters no decisions were taken 
Sunday mommg and there was no discussion on cutting the present market price of S34 a 
barrel. 

The ministers were holding a consultative session later Sunday and OPEC Secretary- 
General Marc Ngnema of Gabon said there would not be further meetings Monday. 

■ : indicating the ministers may be near an accord. Ngucma denied earlier reports that the Gulf 

commies had warned their partners that they would be prepared to reduce OPEC s refer- 
ence price if there was no agreement on production levels. 

But Ngnema said that in the event of a breakdown, there might be a “chain reaction" of 
unilateral steps by individual member countries “that could in the end lead to anarchy.* 

However, he told the mid-day session, the ministers had only restated their countries' 
- pos itions in a ’‘good”- atmosphere that suggested no acute crisis. He stressed that there had 
been “no threats" from any member delegation.

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Alert in Oman as Cosmos 
poised to reenter earth 


MANAMA. Jan. 23 (AP) — The Sulta- 
nate of Oman proclaimed a state of "red 
alert" Sunday in anticipation of a possible 
reentry over the Arabian Sea by radioactive 
fragments from the Soviet Union's Berserk 
spy satellite. Cosmos 1402. 

Oman radio asked all citizens to remain 
indoors until 1500 GMT Monday, to keep 
monitoring their radios for hourly instruction 
bulletins, and to report promptly any sight- 
ings of falling objects. 

In Kuwait, the government said it has 
asked the Soviet Union for “adequate infor- 
mation" on the probable location where the 
latest Cosmos fragments might come down, 
following Japanese television assertions that 
the Gulf region was the prime candidate and 
a reported communication to the same effect 
by the Soviet delegation at the United 
Nations. 

The cabinet of Bahrain discussed the topic 
at its weekly meeting and issued instructions 
to government organs to “maintain contact 
with authorities concerned" elsewhere in the 
region. 

Several airlines were said to have canceled 
flights for the duration of the alert period, 
and reports which could not be officially con- 
firmed said both naval and land tracking 
stations, maintained by the United States and 
the Soviet Union cither officially or unof- 
ficially in various parts of the area, were 
closely monitoring Cosmos movements and 
had taken precautions for various contingen- 
cies. 

A frontpage map reproduced by the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates newspaper Al -KhaUej 
maintained that the probable splashdown 
area was a circle covering large areas of the 
Arabian Sea. the entire Sultanate of Oman, 
the UAE. and parts of Saudi Arabia and 
South Yemen. 

The Oman government statement said all 
schools would be dosed Monday and warned 
citizens against “picking up or approaching 
any metallic fragments found in courtyards, 
a'ftp bouses or in streets, because these may 
be emitting nuclear radiation." 

It said that < hnanis should also avoid con- 
suming vegetables or fruits “cultivated in 
areas where parts of the satellite may fall." It 
did not define these areas. 

As soon as public word is given that any 
parts of the satellite have been detected on 
( >man's territory, the statement said, all per- 
sons must remain indoors “or head to the 
nearest shelter until further instructions are 
issued.” 

In the United Arab Emirates, flic civil 
defense administration assured citizens that 
all precautions were being taken and urged 
prompt reporting of any unusual atmospheric 
sightings. . 

The Kuwaiti, government has instructed hs 
Moscow Embassy to enquire with Soviet 
officials about the location where the satellite 
might fall and obtain guidance as to pre- 


cautions to be taken here. 

The paper said that the U.S. Embassy in 
Kuwait has been notifying authorities about 
eventualities, alerting the Kuwaitis to the 
drawbacks and dangers involved in the nuc- 
lear satellite falling into or near the region. 

Ali Najaf. director of civil aviation, com- 
plained that information available on the 
satellite was" very scanty, because of the tight 
secrecy imposed." He said that Kuwait's 
radars are incapable of monitoring the satel- 
lite. 



He said Saudi Arabian and Bahrain radars 
“might be better suited to monitor the satel- 
lite because they are located closer to the 
Arabian Sea." 

“So far. no dangers can be forecast for 
Kuwaiti citizens in tighi of the satellite's pos- 
sible fall into the region." said Najaf. “As far 
as we can judge, aviation, sea navigation and 
related activities will be safe. We will be 
taking appropriate precautions in tight of 
whatever information we might obtain in due 
course."

World on tenterhooks 

PARIS. Jan. 23 (AFP) — Countries throughout the world, were taking precautions Sunday 
for the re-entry of Cosmos 1402. the crippled Soviet spy satellite. 

In Moscow Sunday. Soviet experts were apparently holding to a statement Friday night at 
the United Nations that the largest fragment of the nudear-pnwered satellite would probably’ 
re-enter the earth's atmosphere between 2300 GMT Sunday and 0600 GMT Monday over the 
Gulf of Oman. 

But in Washington U.S. experts disputed both the time and location. A Pentagon spokes- 
man said the satellite should fall to earth between 1 753 GMT Sunday and 0553 GMT 
Monday. The most likely day is Sunday, he said. 

He declined to venture an exact location for the reentry. “It's traveling at about 17.000 
miles (27.000 kms)an hour." he said. “If you’ re off by 1 5 minutes, you're off by 3.000 to 5.000 
miles." 

Other expens, notably in Japan, said slightly radioactive debris could fall anywhere from the 
Indian Ocean to the extreme eastern Soviet Union. _ 

Experts in the Soviet Union, the United States. Japan. France and West Germany, were 
seeking urgently Sunday to narrow the possible time and location of the satellite. 

By noon, the Kremlin had still not reported to its population about the imminent crash of 
Cosmos. 

Even its announcement Friday at the. UN. took analysts by surprise, since it did not make 
such a statement before Cosmos V54 returned to earth on Jan. 24. 1 978. scattering slightly 
radioactive fragments over a wide area of northern Canada. 


Egypt, Israel view rift in ties Habib continues 


CAIRO, Jan. 23 (AP) — Foreign Minister 
Kamal Hassan Ali and the Israeli ambassador 
on Sunday discussed the sagging relations 
berween their countries and the status of U.S. 
efforts to gain a withdrawal of Israeli, Syrian 
and Palestinian forces from Lebanon. 

A foreign ministry spokesman said 
Ambassador Moshe Sasson gave Ali a letter 
from Israeli Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
during rhe one-hour meeting ... The letter 
concerned bilateral relations and Lebanon. 

It was the third publicly announced parley 
between Sasson and Ali since relations 
plumetted with Israel s invasion of Lebanon 
hst June. 

The spokesman said the meeting tike their 
last one Nov. 21, was requested by Israel. 

Ali said Egypt favors a prompt withdrawal 
of all foreign forces from Lebanon and resto- 
ration of that country's sovereignty and ter- 
ritorial integrity, the spokesman said, adding 


the foreign ministry planned to reply to 
Shamir's letter. 

Egypt has said an Israeli withdrawal and 
partiriparionbflordanian and Palestinian rep- 
resentatives in the American-sponsored 
peace talks is a prerequisite for resuming the 
peace process. 

Ali also received a letter from Palestine 
Liberation Organization Chairman Yasser 
Arafat for President Hosni Mubarak, 
officials said. The contents of the letter were 
not disclosed. 

Egyptian and PLO officials have said 
Arafat wants to visit Egypt, but that the trip 
must await the approval of a meeting of the 
Palestine National CouncD- 

The spokesman said the two did not discuss 
the dispute over Taba, a small patch of border 
land on the Gulf of Aqaba. This omission

TOKYO, Jan. 23 (R) — Japanese Prime 
Minister Y asuhiro Nakasone feces an opposi- 
tion challenge on defense policy, which could 
prompt early elections, when parliament 
reopens Monday.

code of ethics, fight 


illegal practices

JEDDAH. Jan. 23 — The Board of Airli- 
nes Representatives (BAR) has called on 
Internationa] airlines to take the initiative of 
formulating their own code of ethics for erad- 
icating malpractices. 

The appeal was made by leaders of the 
airline industry at the 177th BAR meeting 
held here Sunday to discuss and approve the 
by-laws of the Yield Improvement Commit- 
tee for the Kingdom, a subsidiary of the 
International Airlines Transport Association 
(1ATA) fare deal monitoring group. 

Civil Aviation President Brig. Yusrf Amin 
warned that “the Presidency of Civil Avia- 
tion cannot remain a silent spectator to the 
unethical practices of international airlines. 
Appeals and warnings made in the past to 
take positive steps to deal with the situation 
have gone astray. But the authorities in the 
Kingdom are not in favor of taking unilateral 
action as we believe that the airline people 
should themselves take the initiative of for- 
mulating their own code of ethics." 

Amin re-emphasized the need for abiding 
by the agreements signed between the King- 
dom and all the governments whose national 
carriers are operating from and to Saudi 
Arabia, and their pertinent rules and con- 
ditions m the interest of all. 

“The Saudi Arabian martlet used to be one 
of the cleanest until very recently when it 
remained plagued by the malpractices like 
many other markets. It is difficult to pinpoint 
any single reason for this malice but one 
obvious reason could be the tremendous 
traffic growth in the Kingdom and the 
increase in the number of carriers operating 
to meet the needs." Amin observed. 

“We have been very fair and liberal in 
granting traffic rights as today the number of 
operating carriers has grown to over 40 com- 
pared to only 20 a decade ago." he said. “At 
this rate the growth of traffic will be around 
18 million passengers by 1985 into King 
Abdul Aziz International Airport itself. 
Imagine the magnitude of malpractices for. 
this traffic and the consequential revenue 
dDution if strong measures and checks* are 
not taken." 

Meanwhile. .Amin said, the PCA has 
decided to give full support to the Yield 
Improvement Committee and two senior 
officers have been assigned to work in close 
cooperation with the committee and assist 
them in finalizing their by-laws. 

The committee is at liberty to frame its own 
rules and regulations, keeping in view local 
and international rules. But once the commit- 
tee finalizes the by-laws, the authorities will 
take steps to get them approved. Conse- 
quently*- these rules and regulations will 
enjoy the legal status and will be honored as 
the law of the land with full legal force. Amin 
declared. 

He held out an assurance that the objective 
is not only to safeguard the interests of “our 
national carrier" but the interests of all other 
parties as wed. since he firmly believed in the 
importance of the survival of the airline 
industry as a whole. No angle airline can 
survive in isolation, be added. 

in his speech. Capt. Ahmad Mattar. direc- 
tor general of the Saudi Arabian Airlines, 
who also addressed a press conference later, 
said he believed that henceforth there will be 
no chance for exercising any malpractices 
that will be deterimental to the interests of 
the national carrier and interests of other car- 
riers for the benefit of others. 

“This may result in due course in recon- 
sidering the existing relations between 
Saudia and the other airlines operating Cram 
and to the Kingdom in the light of mutual 
interests of all parties." he added. 

Capt. Mattar said during the last IATA 
annual general meeting be had on behalf of 
Saudia advocated that eradication of mal- 


practices was die main solution to the survival 
of aviation industry and “I bad given all 
assurance of our fullest cooperation to IATA 
in their efforts to devise ways and means in 
this direction.” 

Most of die points proposed by Saudia 
were accepted and reflected in the final 
resolution adopted by IATA. Capt. Mattar 
said adding that the IATA then asked all 
members to ensure adherence to tariff integ- 
rity in the market they operate. 

“ Now all of us are committed to ensure the 
regulation of local market activities to ensure 
their conformity with government-approved 
tariffs and practices. This machinery in the 
Kingdom wiD have every legal protection by 
the Kingdom's government as without its 
active help and support no action, however 
sizeable and forceful, will bring the result 
which the industry really needs today.'’ he 
said. 

“I do realize that elimination of malprac- 
tices is a difficult and long term process bat I 
am confident that all of you will keep it up 
and exert every possible effort to clean the 
industry." he said. 

BAR Chairman Saad Gabbani said the 
main objective qf the day's meeting wflj no 
doubt concentrate on the coordination and 
fruitful cooperation to safeguard the interests 
of all airlines operating from and to the King- 
dom with the full cooperation of the national 
carrier, the Saudi Arabian Airlines, which 
will spare no effort and provide all the pos- 
sible, assistance to achieve the desired objec- 
tive. 

The meeting win no doubt fulfil the earnest 
desire of all present to safeguard the Saudi 
market and protect it from any illegal acts or 
malpractices. This may result in achieving 
positive results in the interest of aD and also in 
allowing honest competitive levels in the 
frame of mutual confidence under the IATA 
umbrella and the Arab Air Carriers Organ- 
ization (AACO). Gabbani said. 

He said a preparatory meeting for the 
Yie^d Improvement Committee was held in 
Dhahran several weeks ago which was atten- 
ded by IATA market research officer B. 
Bradly. Some articles of the by-laws put 
before this meeting were reviewed but the 
committee could not discuss them in detail 1 
and deferred them for further discussion 
during Che day’s meeting, 

Capt. Mattar had displayed the strong posi- 
tion of Saudia in the annual general meeting 
of IATA held in Geneva last November. The 
proposals included in his speech were wel- 
comed and adopted unanimously by all inter- 
national airlines and considered to be posi- 
tive efforts to eradicate malpractices. Gab- 
bani said. 

Bradly said IATA. through its fare .deal 
monitoring survey, had indicated three major 
malpractices in the airline industry — dis- 
counting. excessive commission to IATA 
agents, and paying money under die table. In 
tins context, the meeting should consider cer- 
tain positive steps — agree that 'corrective 
action is necessary, define the problem areas, 
agree on priorities, and set reasonably 
achievable goals. The aim in the beginning 
should be to reduce malpractices if not 
altogether eradicate them. 

John Hanlon. British Airways' manager 
for Saudi Arabia and Yemen, said at all 
recent IATA conferences, the key to airline 
profitability in the present worldwide 
economic situation has been emphasized as 
lying in control of costs and management of 
yield. 

“As field managers, if we are really honest 
I believe we have to admit dial there is more 
that we could achieve, particularly in the area 
of yield. The formation of die Saudi Arabia 
Yield Improvement Committee at our 
November meeting in Dhahran is. therefore, 
a very welcome initiative, and one deserving 
the fullest and most active support of aD car- 
riers."

Israel acts to avert clashes with MNF 


TEL AVIV, Jan. 23 (Agencies) — The commander of Israeli forces 
in Lebanon. Gen. AmV Drori, has reiterated. strict orders to avoid 
clashes with troops of die multinational buffer force, military sources 

said here Sunday. _ 

The renewed orders followed several incidents between Israeli 
troops and U.S. Marines over the past two weeks. The most serious 
was last Monday, when an Israeli jeep tried to force its way through a 
U.S. roadblock barring access to an area in the southern Beirut sub- 
urbs controlled by multinational troops. 

U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger expressed his “ deep 
concern" over the incidents Friday, and Israeli Defense Minister And 
Sharon discuss ed the situation with U.S. Ambassador Samuel Lewis, 

Israeli radio reported. , , 

Weinberger said Friday he was “very worried’ that toe confron- 
tations could “grow into something much more serious. 1 The Detense 
Department has said that Jan. 17 a Marine was -‘nudged - by an Israeli 
jeep but that he did not suffer any injury. 

The military command has denied that there was any confronta- 
tion, physical or verbal in the incident.” and the military sources said 
Sunday that Israeli troops had not crossed into Marin es-contro lied 

The sources went on to charge the Marines with building barricades 
in an area designed for Israeli control, east of toe Beirut railroad m toe 
area of toe city’s international airport. They quoted toe Marines as 
saying that they were not aware of any such designation. 


The sources said that areas of control were agreed upon between 
Israeli Defense Minister Ariel Sharon. U.S. special envoy Morris 
Draper and Col. Hamdoun of toe Lebanese Army. They said Droiy 
had reissued orders “to Israeli troops to refrain from challenging the 

” Reports from Beirut have listed several incidents of friction between . 
the Israelis and Marines. They follow commando attacks on Israeli 
targets, after which the attackers are believed to have fled behind lines 
, patrolled by members of the multi-national peacekeeping force.-which 

also includes French and Italian troops. 

Meanwhile Maj. Saad Haddad, commander of an Israeli-backed 
militia said the failure of U.N. peacekeeping forces in Lebanon led to 
Israeli invasion. “We do not trust these forces," Haddad told reporters 
at press conference at this home in Marjayoun Saturday; 

“They failed in their mission and the best proof of this is the Israeli 
invasion into Lebanon. These forces were unable to stop’ the Pales- 
tinians from entering their areas.” Haddad said. 

There are nearly 7.000 UN. soldiers in southern Lebanon. The 
UN. force was brought in after Israel's 1978 invasion and acted as a 
buffer between Palestinian commandos and Israeli forces until the 
Israeli invasion last summer. 

The government of President Amin Gemayel is said to favor the 
expansion of toe U.N. forces mandate to cover all of Lebanon and 
earlier this month obtained a six-month extension of the forces pres- 
ence in toe south.

Turkey to try

Jan. 23 (R) — Egypt’s President 
Hosni Mubarak travels to Washington this 
week with hopes of obtaining expanded U.S. 
military aid and a larger say in how to spend 
toe billion dollars in U.S. economic assistance 
which Egypt receives every year. 

According to the authoritative Cairo, daily 
Al-Akntm , Mubarak wiFseek an increase of 
$450 million in toe $1.3 billion Egypt 
receives annually in U.S. military aid. 

An article written by A1 -Ahrom ’s editor 
said it “would be only natural" to ask that 
half this military aid should be an outright 
grant At present two-thirds of U.S. military 
aid comes in the shape of long-term loans. 

There have been no reports Egypt wiD ask 
for an increase in the trillion dollars a year it 
receives as economic aid. But official sources 
say Mubarak will urge that Egypt should have 
greater discretion in how this sum should be 
spent instead of it being directed at specific 
economic projects. 

U.S. aid will be an important element in toe 
five-year development plan about to be laun- 
ched by Egypt at a budgetted cost of 35 bil- 
lion Egyptian pounds (about $41 trillion at 
the current exchange rate). 

The objective is to wipe out the huge trade 
deficit which this year is expected to stand at 
about 4.5 billion Egyptian pounds (about 


$5.4 billion), equivalent to more than half of 
toe total import bin. 

Even taking into account service receipts 
from- Suez Canal tolls, tourism and remittan- 
ces from workers abroad. Egypt’s balance of 
payments deficit for 1981-82 stfll ran at 
around $3.1 billion, according to latest cen- 
tral bank figures. 

Mubarak will seek to persuade U.S. 
leaders that Egypt is still a sound investment 
project and a stable friend of toe United 
States. While tentatively exploring improved 
ties with the Soviet Union. Egypt has 
emphasised that this would not jeopardize 
relations with Washington. 


Although Egypt’s foreign debt stands at 
$16 billion and rising, toe cost of servicing 
this takes only about 16 percent of foreign 
currency earnings, a manageable figure by 
international standards. 

Economy Minister Wagih Shindi says 
Egypt achieved a growth rate of 8.5 percent 
last year in real terms, mainly through oQ 
exports, worker remittances and Suez tolls.

Iraq inflicts ‘heavy losses’ on Iran 


NICOSIA. Jan. 23 (AP) — Iraqi war pla- 
nes launched day-long attacks Saturday on 
Iranian positions opposite the southern Iraqi 
govern orate of Mission in the southern sector 
of toe battle from, a war communique broad- 
cast by Baghdad radio said. 

It added that toe jets inflicted “heavy los- 
ses” on toe Iranians and returned safely to 
bases. 

The communique charged the Iranians 
opened “brutal” artillery fire on the Iraqi 
border town of Khanaqin in the central sec- 
tor. killing a woman and three children. It 
warned that continued shelling of the border 
towns by toe Iranians would invite Iraqi 
retaliatory action. 

The official Iranian news agency. IRNA, 
said Iranian jets and anti-aircraft defenses 
“repulsed Iraqi air raids and drove the 
ag gr essor planes off toe southern and western 
region of Iran.” 

In toe ground fighting; the Iranians shelled 
Iraqi positions at Marivan. while on another 


front an Iranian patrol penetrated into an 
Iraqi position, killing its occupants and des- 
troying gun emplacements. 

Meanwhile. IRNA reported that in a joint 
communique Syria and Libya expressed sup- 
port to Iran “in defending its just rights and 
stressed the importance of strengthening the 
brotherly relations between Iran and toe 
Arab world on toe basis of cooperation arid 
non-interference in their internal affairs.” 

IRNA said toe communique was issued at 
the end of Ir anian foreign minister's visit to 
the two countries. 

Iran. Libya and Syria also called on toe 
Palestinian groups to take up armed struggle 
in order to achieve the full rights of the Pales- 
tinians." 

The communique called on the Lebanese 
people to “resst Zionist invasion” of their 
country, and on the Palestinians to “ resist all 
plans aimed at forcing the Palestine libera- 
tion Organization to recognize toe Zionist 
enemy.” IRNA said.

Tripp, sbesaid, wasdepressed since he was 
not allowed to leave the state of Washington 
because of probation from the previous 
hijacking attempt. "He said 'mama, what is 
life good for if I can t even see my folks? Tm 
better off dead," " she said. 

An autopsy Friday showed Tripp died of a 
angle shot on the chest. '‘They didn't let him 
give up or nothing," .Mrs. Tripp said of the

Rebels destroy 
equipment in 
Zambian town 

HARARE. Jan. 23 (AFP) — Anti- 
government dissidents have destroyed gov- 
ernment construction equipment worth 
about $40,000 near the southern town of 
Gwanda. a government spokesman said here 
Saturday. 

The equipment included a tipper, a tractor 
and trailer caravan and a water tank and was 
being used to repair a dam wall in the 
drought-stricken area. The spokesman said 
six ■ Ussidcnts armed with automatic rifles and 
a ro» Vet launcher ordered government emp- 
loyee at the site last Wednesday to remove 
all personal hems from the caravan and fill it 
up with government property instead. The 
dissidents then set fire to it. 

Anti-government guerrilla bands have 
been carrying out acts of banditry, kidnap- 
ping and killing throughout southern Zim- 
babwe since early last year after opposition 
leader Joshua Nkomo was dropped from the 
government and his two top military aides 
were jailed. 

The dissidents are generally former guerril- 
las from Nkomo’s now-disbanded army who 
are unhappy with Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe's government. 

Mugabe , Mintoff 
hold parley 

VALLETTA. Jan. 23 (R) -- Zimbabwean 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe arrived in 
Valletta Saturday on a two-day visit to Malta. 
Mugabe, who is accompanied by five of his 
ministers, held talks with Prime Minister 
Dom Mintoff. 

He also met Zimbabwean students at the 
University of Malta. Mugabe leaves the 
island Monday. Mugabe arrived in Valletta 
from Algeria, his first stop on a three-nation 
tour which will also indude a four-day visit to 
Tanzania. 

A joint communique at the end of 
Mugabe's visit to Algiers said Algeria and 
Zimbabwe shared concern at "the persisting 
tenrion in northeast Africa and risks of an 
internationalization of the Western Sahara 
conflict because of intervention by extra- 
African powers.” the Algerian news agency 
said. 

Polisario volunteers are fighting Morocco 
for the independence of Western Sahara and 
Algeria has repeatedly criticized agreements 
under which Morocco is to grant U.S. transit 
facilities in the region in case of an 
emergency. The agency said Mugabe and 
President Chadli Benjedid also expressed 
concern at " renewed tensions’' in world rela- 
tions. 

They expressed determination to preserve 
the Organization of African Unity as "a 
privileged forum for consultation and action 
ro resolve African problems.”

Malaysian opposition urges 
abolition of death penalty 


KUALA LUMPUR. Jan. 23 (AFP) —The 
execution of a 2 5 -year-old Malaysian farmer 
here this week has again turned the spotlight 
on Malaysia's stringent Internal Security Act 
and other emergency regulations, which have 
come under fire from human rights advocates 
in this country and abroad. 

Lim Kwoog Yeow was executed despite 
last-minute pleas for a stay of execution. He 
had been sentenced to death by a high court 
in the : toutherjowni of Maur under the 
International Security Act (ISA) in Septem- 
ber 1 980. He was no murderer. His crime was 
that he was found in possession of one bullet 
and a component part of a .32 magazine. 

Despite the outcry over the tough 
emergency laws, government sources told 
AFP Saturday that they would remain in 
force as long as necessary to cope with the 
Communist threat and the increasing drug 
menace. A campaign for the abolition of the 
mandatory death penalty under the reg- 
ulations have been stepped up by members of 
the legal profession, the opposition and civic 
groups in the wake of the recent spate of 
executions. 

The number of those sent to the gallows 
under the ISA and other emergency reg- 
ulations has reached 35 since April 1980. 
with the hanging of four persons this week. 
Fifty other prisoners on death row include 30 
sentenced under the ISA and 20 criminals 
and drug offenders. 

The ISA. which came into force in 1 960 at 
the end of a 12-year Communist insurgency, 
was originaily intended to deal with the 
remnants of the guerrilla movement who fled 
into the jungles on the Malaysian -Thai bor- 
der. The act was amended with the provision 
of a mandatory death sentence for unlawful 
possession of firearms in 1 975. following the 
slaying of several police officers and other 
senior officials by urban guerillas. 


. Other emergency regulations have also 
been tightened to deal with drug offenders, 
with a mandatory death penalty for traffick- 
ers of over 1 00 grams of heroin or equivalent 
other drugs. Malaysia has recently become a 
transit point for drug trafficking from the 
"golden triangle" — where the borders of 
Burma. Laos and Thailand meet — and this is 
today considered an even more serious 
menace th an the Communist threat. 

Several foreigners, including Australians. 
Singaporeans and Thais, are among those 
serving long prison terms in Malaysian jails 
for drug offences. Human rights campaigners 
in Malaysia, pleading for abolition of the 
mandatory death sentence, are headed by 
leaders of the main Chinese-based par- 
liamentary opposition party, the Democratic 
Action Party (DAP). 

Its secretary -general Lim Kh Siang and 
deputy leader Karpal Singh, both well- 
known lawyers, have defended many ISA 
detainees in court. Three of them recently 
won a temporary reprieve pending a ruling by 
the federal court on the legality of the Kuala 
Lumpur high court’s jurisdiction in their 
cases. 

Karpal Singh was also instrumental in 
obtaining the intervention of a group of 
international human rights lawyers from Bri- 
tain. the United States and Japan. The 
lawyers, who visited detention camps in 
Malaysia and talked to government leaders 
last August, later published a 90-page report 
calling for the repeal of the stringent and 
"inhuman" provisions of the acts. 

They charged that political detainees had 
been tortured and held incommunicado for 
60 days or more and subjected to brain- 
washing techniques to rehabilitate them. The 
report also quoted extensive statistics to 
prove that the security situation had 
improved since 1 974.

FORTALEZA. Brazil. (AFP) — 
Thousands of starving peasants have invaded 
the three major townships of the state of 
Ceara. in north-east Brazil, in search of food 
and work, it was reported here Saturday. An 
ongoing drought has ruined the state's 
agricultural production, driving thousands of 
people out of work and on the brink of starva- 
tion. 

NEW DELHI. (AFP) — Sikh leaders Sun- 
day announced they have agreed to begin 
talks here Monday with government and 
opposition representatives on a solution to 
the Sikh demand for autonomy for their state 
Punjab. It win be the first time since the Sikhs 
started to press their demands that Indian 
opposition leaders have joined talks here. 

NAJROBL (AFP) —The only member of 
the Ugandan parliament from the party of 
rebel guerrilla leader Yoweri Museveni has 
been stripped of his seat by the high court. 


Kampala radio monitored here reported 
Saturday that Crisp us Kiyonga's seat was 
declared vacant because be had missed more 
than 30 consecutive sittings without permis- 
sion. 

BANGKOK. (AFP) — Burma and Thai- 
land have failed to reach an agreement on their 
border demarcation. Thai officials said Sun- 
day after two days’ talks here between Bur- 
mese Deputy Foreign Minister U-Tin Oho 
and his Thai counterpart Aran Phanupong. 

NEW YORK. (R) — The United States is 
seriously considering lifting its ban on arms 
sales to Argentina while maintaining a similar 
embargo against Chile. The New York Times 
reported Sunday. 

NEW DELHI. (AFP) — The Indian fed- 
eral government plans to increase the 
strength of its special police force to counter 
increasing numbers of Hindu-Muslim riots in 
the country, a published report said. 


Benin closes 
Nigeria border 

LAGOS. Jan. 23 (AFP) — Benin Saturday 
dosed its border with Nigerai to everyone 
except its own nationals in the wake of the 
Nigerian decision earlier in the week to expel 
all illegal immigrants, a diplomatic source 
said here. 

Many persons being expelled from Nigeria, 
in particular those originating from Togo and 
Upper Volta, were believed to have been 
forced to return to Lagos as a result of the 
Beninese decision, the source sakL Satur- 
day’ s move by Cotonou might be temporary 
and could help find a solution to the problem 
posed by the numerous Ghanaians leaving 
Nigeria, he added. 

Ghana’s border with Togo. Benin's West- 
ern neighbour, has been closed for several 
weeks, and neither Benin nor Togo would be 
in a position to receive the huge number of 
Ghanaians affected by the Nigerian move. A 
Ghanaian diplomatic source said only two 
boats were expected to arrive in Lagos Mon- 
day to help evacuate Ghanaians and that they 
were not expected to be able to take more 
than 600 to 800 persons. 

Charles said planning 
visit to Falklands 

LONDON. Jan. 23 (AP) — Britain’s 
Prince Charles is to visit the Falklands next 
month. London's Daily Express newspaper 
reported Saturday. 

Buckingham Palace refused to confirm or 
deny the report, saying it was "speculation." 
Because of possible attack from Argentina, 
officials never announce in advance visits by 
British VIPs to the disputed South Atlantic 
colony 640 kms off the Argentine coast. 

The Express said the heir to the throne 
wanted to make the 12. 870- km journey 
because he was so impressed by the courage 
of the 1 .800 British-descended islanders and 
British forces who recaptured the islands 
from Argentina last June 14. 

The newspaper said Charles. 34. planned 
to follow the same route as Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher on her Jan. 8-12 visit to 
the Falklands. Tins means flying in a Royal 
Air Force VC-1 0 to the nearest British pos- 
session. Ascension Island, and making the 
final 4.800 kms leg in a RAF Hercules trans- 
port . 

Czech women commit 
15 percent of crimes 

PRAGUE. Jan. 23 (AFP) — Women are 
responsible for only 15 percent of crimes 
committed in Czechoslovakia. Ceteka news 
agency reported Saturday. 

The reason why 85 percent of criminal acts 
were committed by men. the agency 
explained, was that women less frequently 
ascended to the kind of senior positions 
where economic crimes could be perpetrated, 
the most widespread type of lawlessness in 
the country. Abo. the agency went on. sexual 
assault, violence and crimes to do with auto- 
mobiles were mostly a male preserve.

U.S.names giant 
missile cruiser 

PASCAGOULA. Mississippi. Jan. 23 
(AP) — The guided missile cruiser USS 
Ticonderoga, touted by the U.S. Navy as the 
world’s most sophisticated warship, was 
named Saturday. 

Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
declared that “a vital part of _the.Reagan 
defense program is to revitalize and expand 
our navy to 600 ships. The commisaoning of 
The Ticonderoga is now our 5 1 2th ship and is 
an important step and milestone toward that 
goal.” 

The ceremony was at Ingalls Shipbuilding, 
which built the cruiser for $125 million. Its 
missiles will add another $70 million to its 
cost. The Ticonderoga is equipped with the 
Aegis radar-computer network that will 
enable it to ' maintain surveillance over 
200.000 square miles and detect, track and 
target hundreds of incoming air. surface and 
subsurface attackers simultaneously, the 
navy says. 

The Aegis enables the ship to monitor 
activity in all directions simultaneously and 
was developed by the navy and RCA Corp. 
Adm. James Watkins, chief of naval 
operations, said The Ticonderoga “is pro - 
bably the most sophisticated warship in the 
world today.” 

"This ship moves our navy .one step doser 
to the maritime superiority 4has.nation needs 
to fulfill free world commhjnents. a goal we 
are committed to achieving before decade’s 
end.” Watkins said. However, the ship was 
built on a 1 969 hull design for Spruance class 
destroyers and was planned in anticipation of 
bulky sophisticated electronic equipment. 

Congressional critics have said the ship 
would be slow and unstable because of the 
heavy equipment, but the navy said recent 
sea trials showed otherwise. The Ticon- 
deroga ’s missiles will be armed with conven- 
tional explosives although they are capable of 
carrying nuclear warheads. 

Lyndon Johnson’s 
mentor passes away 

HOUSTON. Jan. 23 (AP) — George 
Rufus Brown, the construction magnate who 
plaved an important role in the rise of the 
political career of the late U.S. President 
Lyndon B. Johnson, died Saturday at age 84. 

Brown and his brother. Herman, moulded 
Brown and Root Inc. from a small road- 
building company into one of the world 1 s big- 
gest construction conglomerates. Brown 
amassed a fortune valued from $75 million to 
$100 million, making him one of the weal- 
thiest men in the United States. 

He died at St. Luke's Hospital. The cause 
of death was not immediately known, but a 
Brown and Root spokesman said Brown had 
suffered a heart attack recently. Brown was 
one of Texas' most generous philanthropists, 
giving millions to Rice University and 
Southwestern University. The Brown 
brothers were instrumental in the nse of 
Johnson from a first-term Congressman rep- 
resenting a sparsely populated central Texas 
district to the presidency. 

Brown and Root built a number of dams 
for the Lower Colorado River Authority m 
Texas. In 1 940. a $90 million naval air station 
was built at Corpus Christi and Brown and 
Root was one of the contractors. Just before 
the United States entered World War D. the 
Browns went into shipbuilding business.

The general council of the agency Sept. -o 
last year approved the admission of Namibia, 
represented by the council, to the agency . and 
on Oct. 4 the’ council deposited its instrument 
of acceptance in the name of Namibia. But on 
Dec. 16 the United States rejected this 
instrument on the ground that according to 


the agency’s statutes only governments have 
the right to make such an act of acceptance. 

In its statement, the Council for Namibia 
said that its representation of the South 
African-administered territory had been 
widely recognized internationally since it was 
set up on May 19. 1967 and that no other 
body was cutTently competent to represent it. 

The statement recalled that South Africa’s 
mandate to rule the territory expired Oct. 27. 
1 966 as a result of a derision by the U.N. 
General Assembly, and that its continued 
presence in Namibia was declared illegal by 
the International Court of Justice June 21 . 
1971. The council said that it already rep- 
resents Namibia in numerous other 
specialized U.N. agencies, such as the Food 


and Agriculture Organization (FAO). the 
International Labor Organization (ILU). 
UNESCO and the Telecommunications 
Union, and is an associate member of the 
Worid Health Organization (WHO). 

It also pointed out that it has signed for 
Namibia two open multilateral treaties 
intended for states only — a convention for 
the elimination of racial discrimination and a 
convention for the suppression and punish- 
ment of the crime of apartheid. 

The council called on all governments 
party to the International Atomic Energy 
Agency’s statutes which have alrea ^ 
decided to admit Namibia as a member to try 
to make the United States register its mstiu- 
ment of acceptance without delay.

There is a large element of sensationalism in Western media 
reporting and official reaction to the plight of the Soviet 
nuclear-powered satellite which is falling apart. It could have 
happened to an American satellite and may do so any time. 

There are thousands of satellites in space serving the milit- 
ary purposes of the two powers. They are nuclear-powered 
and any one of them may someday trigger a disaster. As long 
as nuclear energy is used in powering satellites and generating 
electricity here on earth, the possibility of leakage will always 
loom large. The Soviet Union is not the only country to blame 
for polluting space and using it for military purposes. 


OVERSIMPLIFYING 


In a frank interview with A1 -Asharq Al - Awsat , President 
Mubarak of Egypt lamented the present state of Arab unity — 
or disunity — and said that it was largely responsible for the 
continued arrogance of Israel. 

He quoted former President Carter as saying that Arab- 
Arab quarrels were more ferocious than the Arab-Israeli 
dispute. The Arabs have been divided and have taken special 
measures to weaken themselves. They have engineered dif- 
ferences and even wars to keep them busy while leaving the 
Israelis at peace to do what they like in the region. Examples 
are the destructive Iraqi-Syrian dispute which has prompted 
the Syrians to impoverish Iraq by closing their Mediterranean 
oil terminal. Scores of billions of dollars have been lost by the 
Iraqis while the Syrians got nothing except the gratitude of 
Iran and that may be temporary. 

At the same time Algeria and Morocco have been engaged 
in a large scale war in the North African desert with thousands 
killed and hundreds of millions lost in wasted armaments. 

However, Mubarak may be oversimplifying die problem. 
Even if the Arabs combined all their resources and closed 
their ranks, would the U.S. allow them to regain their lost 
^territories and retrieve Palestine for its legitimate inhabitants?^

Mubarak urges Arabs to adopt good points in

CAIRO - 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the concluding part 
of the interview with Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak, by Muhammad Al-Shibani. Editor-in- 
chief of Al -Sharq Al -Awsat, a sister publication). 

Q. In tbe Fez summit, the Arab aide had specified 
a peace plan. How do you assess the plan and the 
steps taken to support it? 

A: The Fez resolutions are excellent and wc wish 
we had reached the goals, but the plan needs a 
motivating force. The Reagan initiative has some 
positive elements and wc have our own obser- 
vations on it. Reagan is a power and we should 
benefit from this power because America is the life- 
line of Israel. In the light of Fez summit, we should 
adopt what is good in the Reagan initiative through 
an encouragement to the American president so 
that we achieve what had been set in Fez. And this 
we can do on the negotiation table, for without it. 
the matter seems to be difficuDt. 

Q: Accordmg to some analysis, the tee between tbe 
Cairo-Moscow relations has begun to break. Is there 
anything new in this behalf? 

A: Of course, we should have balanced relations 
with alL including the Soviet Union, for it is a 
superpower which we cannot afford to ignore. We 
are a nonaligned nation exactly like India which has 
special industrial and economic ties with the Soviet 
Union but. at the same time, maintains its relations 
with tbe U.S. 

Q. Is there any animosity between yon and the 
Soviet Union? 

A. None. 

Q. Once yon had said that restoration of normal 
ties with Moscow was subject to non-interference in 
Egypt’s domestic matters. When did it so happen? 

A. I did say so and there was almost no interfer- 
ence. However, this is a general principle in Egypt’s 
foreign policy and question of exchange of envoys is 
a matter of time. 

Q. How do yon evaluate Egypt’s relations with 
America? Has it fulfilled its commitments to Egypt 
in regard to the arms delivery programs and 
economic aids? 

A. This aspect is all right As regards the 
economic ride, we have asked for flexibility in the 
use of assistance. Our country is just like Israel; it 
takes assistance in the form of checks and spends it 
as it likes. You know, every country has its own 
bureaucracy which retards progress in the process. 
Earlier, die aid used to come in the shape of specific 
projects. Now we are seeking freedom of disposal 
exactly as Israel does. 

Q- This leads to a question on the nature of your 
forthcoming visit to America. 

A. Basically. ] was to pay an official visit to 
Canada. When the American president knew about 
it. he invited me to visit Washington en route. 
During the visit, we shall discuss economic issues as 
also tbe future of the Arab case and the next move. 
What has kept tbe Arab world in suspense now is 
tbe Palestine an-Jordani an accord. 

Q. It appears they have reached an accord now. 

A. If they didn’t, everything will be lost And. if 
no real progress was made from now until the end of 
this year, it would mean freezing of tbe situation 
anew because America would enter into elections 
and then every sincere endeavor to settle tile cr isis 
would cease. 

Q. Would there be any coordination bdw oqj you 
and tbe Jordanian- Palestinian sides wftb a view to 
deriving benefit from your projected visit to 
America? 

A. If they wanted coordination, we will welcome 
it. We will speak with the Americans but coordina- 
tion would benefit more if we pressed the matter 
forward. 

Q. Do you stiD befieve that 100 percent cards for 
the settlement of the region’s erkb b in thefcandf of 
America? 

A. This isaD politics. America has great influence 
over Israel, but there is a very important fact; we. as 
Arabs, are not able to agree among ourselves. We 
have to play unitedly all the cards in our hands and 
we have to do so well. 

Q. On various occasions, yon have called npou 
Yasser Arafat to recognize brad on a mutual bads, 
so it ■«*>« a direct official contact with America 
possible. Arafat opposes tbe idea considering it as 
tbe fast “card” in hb band. Israel too opposed the 
idea and even said flit it worid not re cognize the 


PLO even if the latter did so. Are there guarantees 
that PLO's recognition of lane! would lead to an 
essential concession by Israel? Would yon want 
Arafat to become “bare**, as be says, if be played tbe 
last “card”? 

A. I repeat we must play our cards well. Isn't it 
good tn use the card at a proper time, and not to 
hold it until it becomes void? i believe this is the 
opportune time, and without negotiations it won't 
be possible for us to achieve anything. Wc ought to 
exploit the Reagan plan because America is the 
power round which the wheel of peace revolves. 

O- The late President Anwar Sadat had promised 
that 1980 would be the beginning for Egypt to make 
an exit from economic stress. Have you set any time 
Omit for that? 

A. He said this in 1 976 or 77. as he had expected 
that after peace there would be a big leap in the 
economy. But I cannot specify any period. I have 
drafted a five-year plan and am seriously working 
tin the development process. Wo have very many 
problems such as sewage, electricity, water and 
housing. We are doing our best and we cannot do 
more than that. If any of our people have some 
alternative solutions. let him conic forward and we 
will welcome them. 

Q. Would you welcome Arab support for Egypt to 
surmount these problems? 

A. I do not want to speak about this matter, so 
that our Arab brothers will think that wc need them 
for the sake of assistance. 

Q. Once yon said that “Egypt has. since 1948. 
seen political leaderships; it is now in need of 
economic leaderships and this is what I am concen- 
trating on.” Yon have several times emphasized on 
the need for 'increased production”. How far has 
the Egyptian government has succeeded in this field? 

A. In my opinion, we are going on the right path. 
Increased production is the only way to change the 
face of Egypt and solve its problems, and this is why 
we have drafted a five-year plan. We shall remain 
committed to it. and if any amendment is neces- 
sitated. this will be done through correct constitu- 
tional means. This year, the industry will take 700 
million Egyptian pounds for the first time, just to 
increase production. It is necessary for us to pro- 
duce for self-sufficiency and export so that we earn 
foreign exchange and maintain the balance of 
payments with other countries. 

Q. When the Arabs compare yon with Presidents 
Nasser and Sadat, they find that each had gone Us 
own way and specified a dear policy. It might have 
earned friends w toes, but whenever yon were asked 
about it yon said “I am neither Nasser nor Sadat, I 
am Hosni Mubarak”. Is the present move in all 
directions your" strategy or mere tactics in the process 
of formulating something? 

A. 1 came in a period that differs from the previ- 
ous ones. I have to build tbe economy and. for this. I 
have to work for stability. But I gain experience 
from the periods of my predecessors and begin a 
new period whose circumstances are quite different 
from the previous ones. I don't make haste but 
study matters well. 

Q: Certain economic forces hi Egypt eagerly say 
from time to time that economy is politics and that 
there ought to be a political expression for the 
economic activity. 

A: Please put chat in colloquial language. - 

Qjl read an int er view of Osman Ah mad Oaman in 

<4i -Musawar in which he said that Economy was 
politics and that it ought to have a poBtical expres- 
sion. 

A: Osman is not a politician... He has done a lot 
for the country and when you allow him to do 
business, you win make the best use out of him. 
Personally, I respect anyone who is making fruitful 
efforts and is producing something for the country. I 
have no intention of solving the economic problems 
at the expense of something else. Those working in 
the field of economy should confine themselves to 
that field for if they try to enter politics. I would teD 
them “No*. 

I think Osman Ahmad Osman did not mean this. 
Sometimes when newspapers interview someone, 
one tends to say anything, especially when one is 
not a politician. 

Q: Some foreign observers drew (tints from the 
deputy socWfat prosecutor and said that the rapaci- 
ous gang which h&ods to corrupt the Egyptian 
economy was aiming to strike at tbe regime of Presi- 
dent Mnbarak. 

A: No — No_. 2 don’t think the deputy socialist 
prosecutor meant that. Basically, foreign corres- 


pondents read papers and if one reads papers like 
them, one will break down. I am living with . 
realities. Don't think that 1 am in die dark. Without 
using the usual machinery. I get informed because I ! 
contact many people... a wide cross section of peo- 
ple from whom I hear a variety of information that = 
is sometimes wrong and I feel obliged to verify very 
quickly. Some times I discover that certain persons 
meet those whom 1 know, to pass through them 
exaggerated versions of the story to me. 

Q: You have raised the stogan of fighting comqK 
tion since you assumed power. But the issue of fight- 
ing corruption is not the end of the road. .There 
ought to be a plan for the second stage namely that of a . 
complete social structure and social strategy for tbe 
post-corruption stage. • - [ 

A: What is corruption. It never ends, neither hqjre 
nor anywhere in the world. In Egypt, we arc trying 
our best. Where wc find corruption, we refer it to 
the courts. Wc don't condone it. Our countfy is 
pursuing a social democracy course and wc correct - 
ourselves accordingly. 

Q: Naturally this means that anybody found cor- 
rupt whoever be may be. wifl be ref e rred to tbe 
courts. 

A: Such as who... There are those who said that 
Ismat Sadat was detained because I wanted to gain 
popularity, but I never thought of this. Many com- 
plaints were filed against Ismat Sadat. Personally. I 
harbor no grudge against anybody. I never tike 
violations of the law. If I find one on the brink about 
to fall. I would warn him but once he foils, there is 
no way out.. The law must take its course. 1 can’t 
condone. 

Q: There are those who say that Ismat Sadat’s 
case was unleashed to pave the way for striking at 
more serious and powerful forces of corruption. 

A: Does that mean that there is no corruption 
except in Egypt? Corruption is rife in the world. We 
may have six. seven, or ten cases of corruption here 
in Egypt compared to hundreds in other partsof the 
world. Corruption is in America. England. France 
and the Soviet Union. 

Q: But corruption there entailed tile production 
activity while corr up tion in Egypt comes before the 
production activity. 

A: What would you say of corruption in states 
with no production activity. In developing coun- 
tries. there is no rule of this coming first or that 
coming later. Corruption is corruption and it exists 
even in the poorest states. There are those states 
which spend the entire budget of the country on 
three or four persons while its people are starving. 
There is also foe story of a head nf a state who asked 
his people in a referendum to allow him use a quar- 
ter of the state budget on his personal needs when 
his people were unable to feed themselves. 

Q: And certainly he received the approval hi the 
referend um by a margin of 99 percent. 

A: (Laughing) I don't know.. Don't ask me about 
that... Corruption, therefore, exists as a way of life 
even in advanced states. Here, it is important that . 
we don't condone it and help to breed it. Anyone . 
found to be corrupt will be referred to foe law. 

Q: With the elapse of 15 months tbe declaration of 
tile emergency following the assassination of tbe tale 
president, do you see any pressing need for Sts eon-. , 
tin nation? 

A: The emergency law is used only for the sec- . 
urity of the country. Sometimes the law is there but ' 
nothing that calls for its application happens. The 
emergency is only meant for foe security of the . 
state. Upto now. tins law has not been used agam^ 
foe people. Those arrested are arrested under the - 
normal law. However, sometimes something ■ 
against the security of foe country and that of the 
people crops up and calls for its enforcement but 
even then, it is not meant to subdue the people.

On the question of bow to augment the 
dry-season flow of the Ganges. Bangladesh 
wants to store surplus waters in reservoirs in 
the upper reaches of the river in Nepal and 
northern India, a plan endorsed by the Uni- 
ted Nations Commission on Environment 
and Planning. 

However. India has been unwilling to bring 
a third party into the picture, saying that the 
solution should be to transfer the flood 
waters of the Brahmaputra River, which runs 
through the far eastern reaches of Banglad- 
esh, through a 200-mile canal, a third of 
winch would passthrough Bangladesh on its 
way to the Ganges. 

Bangladesh officials say that the proposed 
canal would displace thousands of peasants 
and destroy a luge area now under cultiva- 
tion.

Mexico’s clandestine prisons

MEXICO CITY (LOS) - Two members 
of Mexico's Revolutionary Workers Party 
were bundled into a car on Jan. 4 by two 
plainclothes policemen. Three days later a 
friend of one of the detained men was also 
abducted. : _ . “ _ 

Their families andfoe National Front 
against Represaonlobbied for their release 
but the authorities denied any knowieej^e of 
the’ case until Jan: .131 The three were 
.released the nert day. One ofthenu a veteran 
activist, saidthat hehadbeen tortured. 

This was the last publicized indiscretion of 
Mexico’s 5.0-year-old Crime Prevention . 
Force (DIPD).. which was disbanded by pres- 
idential decree- on the day the authorities 
were forced to admit .that the three were in 
detention. 

DIPD agents have a history of torture, 
murder and extortion: The organization was 
created in 1932 as the secret service. Under 
President Echevema (5972-1976) it 
changed its name and functions to meet foe 
challenge o£ the Communist guerrillas, in 
particular, -the 23 September Group.. The 
government also created the _ Falcons, a 
shock-force of young thugs trained by foe 
military, and the White Brigade. _ an elite 
anti-insurgent force. The latter, cited in a 
number of torture cases, . was disbanded in 
1982. -only to re-emerge under the names of 
Scorpion and Jaguar: ; ' ' •

1,500. agents, hundreds of scientific 
specialists, titeservices of 3.000 madrinas. or

tomed to a veiy bad press in recent years. The 
list of violations is king: July 1976. ex-DIPD 
head and his chief investigator are jailed for 
fraud: July 1983. foe FBI detains 14 agents 
and ex-agents of the Federal Security Divi- 
sion (DF5) for their part in an international 
■car trafficking scandal: April 1981. two 
DIPD agents are accused of entering a can- 
tina and murdering two customers. 

These excesses were often due to the 
incorporation of. untrained men into- the. 
force. Many agents drifted to foe DIPD from 
foe traffic police. Others bought their way in. 
envisaging , lucrative careers In legitimized 
-extortion. 

The disappearance of the DIPD was partly 
due to the government's need to act 
coherently against the nation’s appalling 
crime rate. The ill-paid and corrupt police 
have been losfogthar fight against crime for 
years, and the situation grew intolerable 
during tire power vacuum created in Decem- 
ber by the change of administration. 

The Justice Department reported 499 
murders and 3.955 assaults in that month and 
1 00 murders in the first nine days of 1 983. In 
the provinces, opposition parties seized to wn 
halls in several states to Contest election 
results. The occupants were dislodged by 
force, leaving several dead- and more than 50 
wounded. Child kidnappings, masterminded 
by ez-pofice officer Aurel&no Rivera, also 
made the news. 

These events finally nudged foreign debt 
from the first page, raised the opposition and 
fon^. the government to act. So on Jan. 1 3 
proviskHK were made-to reabsorb DIPD per- 
sonnel m the regular police. ;

Peter Pan more than a match to E.T. 


Flying high with the never- growing boy

AL-KHOB AR — How can E.T. hope to 
compete with the resourceful Peter Pan 
from Never Never Land? Like E.T.. Peter 
Pan in cxrra-lcrrestiaJ. but he is more frisky, 
resourceful and daring. Not only does Peter 
Pan wear a human face, but he speaks clear- 
cut F.nglish as well. Surely he is a better role 
model for our children than E.T. who has a 
hard time coping with earthly existence. 

The children who crowded into the Jan. 
9- 1 3 production of Peter Pan by the Bacs- 
tage group loved the boy who would not 
grow up. Rather than sniffling like E.T. 
fans, these youngsters were crowing bois- 
terously (Peter taught them bow), hissing 
and booing the wicked Captain Hook, and 
squealing with delight as Peter teaches the 
Darling children to fly. Through the quick 
imagination of children, the audience 
embarked on the grand adventure that took 
the wide-eyed Wendy and her three 
brothers flying off to join the Lost Boys in 
Never Never Land. 

Connie Brandt's staging of Peter Pan is a 
triumphant celebration of humanism, as 


alive today as it was 80 years ago when J.M 
Barrie’s play first hit the Victorian scene. 
There is something for everyone in Brandt's 
exuberant production. For the children 
there is. of course. Never Never Land 
"where dreams are bom and rime is never 
planned:" adventures with sw ashbuckling, 
swordfighting pirates and tick-tnking 
crocodiles; and fabulous creatures like Tin- 
ker Bell and the Mermaid. Brandt, how- 
ever. has not forgotten the adults. She 
enlivens the sentimental plot with a light 
sarcastic touch. The child may see Captain 
Hook as the very epitome of evil, but 
w henever Hook calls for a tunc to help him 
think by (shall it be a tarantula, country 
hoedown of tango?), he becomes a figure of 
fun to the adult audience. So do the Indians 
as they chant Ugaawa. Ugaawa. and Tiger 
Lily as she smokes the peace pipe and feels 
"euriouser and curiouser.” 

The grown-ups get the best of both 
worlds. They can enjoy the wit of the play 
lost on the children. They also can take 
pleasure in guileless remarks like that of 
Peter Pan as he dutches a rock about to be 
submerged by the incoming tide, “to die will 


be an awfully big adventure.” 

Brandt assigned foe roles of the lost boys 
to local children. In most productions these 
are given to adult actors, who are easier to 
direct “ I knew 1 was taking a chance.’' said 
the director who had not worked before 
with children. "It was going to be magic or 
mayhem.” In the event he returned with 
magic. In rehearsals the children worked 
alongside the adults in the company. "They 
knew their lines soonest and were 
absolutely faithful in never missing a 
rehearsal.” said Brandt who described 
working with the children as "a complete 
joy." Before coming to Saudi Arabia. 
Brandt had worked in theater both as assis- 
tant director and actress in musical com- 
edies in New York. Chicago, and Houston. 

Another of Brandt's innovation was to 
cast a man as Peter Pan. Making a bold 
departure from a long tradition (it was Mary 
Martin who played the title role in the mus- 
ical version of the play in 1 954. winning 
great critical acclaim). Brandt picked 
youthful Geoff Costley for the lead, and he 
brought to the role boundless energy, and 
ethereal grace. And thanks to the special 


Relying on spy in the sky for security

Some American satellites operate for up to 
10 years, while many of the Soviet- satellites 
give out after only a few months, report U.S. 
defense officials who discussed the subject on 
the condition that they not be identified. 

The nuclear-powered Cosmos 1402 is a 
good example. Launched last Aug. 30. the 
ship-submarine surveillance satellite began 
to falter in December and the Soviets split it 
into three parts, intending to boost its 
uranium power-pack into a safe higher orbit 
But that maneuver has failed, and foe Soviet 
Union has already announced when and 
where the biggest debris of the satellite would 








crash on earth. 

According' to the time frame Soviet 
officials gave at the United Nations, the nuc- 
lear powered satellite's fragment -would re- 
enter the atmosphere between 2300 GMT 
Sunday and 0600 GMT Monday over the sea 
of Oman. 

Governments of countries on the path of 
Cosmos I402*s last orbit have taken civil 
defense measures and experts in the United 
States. Japan. France and West Germany 
have narrowed down their computer cal- 
culations of the re-entry. 

A similar satellite. Cosmos 954. showered 
radioactive chunks on a remote area in 
Canada five years ago. 

The intelligence -gathering satellites, it is 
generally agreed, have minimized the chance 
of surprise or miscalculation by one of the 
superpowers. 

As U.S. President Jimmy Carter once said: 
“Photo reconnaissance satellites have 
become an important stabilizing factor in 
world affairs in the monitoring of arms 
agreements." 

The United States operates two basic 
photo reconnaissance satellite systems, 
'.code-named Big Bird and KH-1 1 . They can 
be maneuvered by ground command to 
photograph military installations, factories 
and forms, zooming in on specific targets. 
Accurate forecasts of Soviet crop production 
come from these pictures. 

Big Bird periodically jettisons a capsule of 
film that is snagged out of the sky by an 
aircraft or helicopter as it parachutes toward 
foe Pacific ocean. 

Some KH-1 1 capabilities became known a 
few years ago because of the espionage trial 
of Edward Kampiles. a disgruntled CIA clerk 
who sold a KH-1 1 manual to a Soviet agent in 
Athens. The satellites turn what they see into 
electronic impulses and transmit them to 
earth, where they are reconstituted by com- 
puter into viewable photos. 

The two satellite systems keep dose watch 
on tank, ship, submarine and plane factories 
to determine what type of equipment and 
weapons the machines carry when they 
emerge from their sheds and hangars.

Dear Mrs. Vj The DMSO (dimethyl sulfoxide) controversy goes 
on and on. Way back in the 1 960s, DMSO was considered a medical 
panacea. It was used in treating arthritis and various infections. But 
complications such as cataracts led to its discontinuation about 1 965. 
Further studies revealed no toxic effects from its prolonged use and 
in 1 980. the FDA permitted continuing investigations. Trials are 
underway in assessing its effects on sprains, many types of arthritis 
and inflammation of the bladder. 

Florida is one state that has legalized DMSO. But it warns 
physicians and others against prescribing industrial or veterinary 
grade DMSO for use by humans. The FDA and Arthritis Foundation 
also say there is a potential hazard in using the industrial product. 
There are three available preparations of DMSO. (1) A 50 percent 
solution, approved by the FDA for use in treating cystitis (bladder 
infection). (2) A veterinary product for use on horses and dogs for 
reducing swelling caused by injury. But this is labeled: For Veteri- 
nary Use Only. (3) The industrial solution contains impurities. This 
may. be sold in stores and by mail order. There’s no guarantee of 
purity or quality control for fob type of DMSO. •

PARIS (RFI) — A meeting place for the 
greatest merchants and collectors from all 
over the world, the eleventh international 
biennial of antique dealers recently presen- 
ted more than 10.000 objects, brought by 
some 80 exhibitors, at the Grand Palais in 
Paris. Most of the objects were French but 
some, provided by about fifteen of foe 
dealers, came from England. Belgium, Swit- 
zerland and Germany. 

It seems that all these dealers made a spec- 
ial effort last year to beat the economic crisis. 
The stands, spread over 12,000 square 
meters, were set out in garden-museum style. 
Visitors could enter thejuins of a Greek buil- 
ding. an immense vessel or pass in front of the 
huge facade of a stone house. But the greatest 
effort was made with the objects on show; 
they included rare items of furniture, the 
most beautiful of an objects and jewels. This 
quality did not appear by chance, for foe 
national trade union of antique dealers, 
which organized the event, had laid down 
very strict rules. Each object item of furni- 
ture or painting was duly labeled on standard 
lists of data: description, restoration, period, 
and foe whole exhibition was held under the 
vigilant eye of experts who did not hesitate to 
exdude, before the biennial opened, any 
object which did not seem to reach the, 
required standard. 

The inquisitive visitor was thus offered a 
real trip through history. On view was the 
first one-franc coin minted on Dec. 5. 1360. 
to pay the ransom of Jean le Bon. who was 
prisoner of the English. This gold coin, 
weighing 3.66 grams and measuring 27 mm in 
diameter, gave its name to France's national 
coinage, for the king was in this way “franc”- 
or free of aH debts. Another historical object 
was the commode offered by Louis VI to 
Madame de Pompadour and which bears foe 
stamp of foe castle of Bell erne where the 
marchioness lived. It is hall-marked by one of 
foe greatest cabinet-makers at foe time. 
BVRB. i.e.. Bernard Van Risen Burgh. 

Another item of great historical value was 
foe two console-tables, engraved and gilded, 
which were ordered by Napoleon I for Gen- 
eral le Marois on the occasion of Ids wedding. 
This general had just won a number of vic- 
tories during the Italian campaign. Other 
curiosities included a gold and ivory model of 
a ship made by a prisoner, and foe oldest 
object in the collection (4.000-year-old) — 
an Egyptian alabaster vase. Among foe book 
collections were the original editions of Char - 
treuse de Parme and Le Rouge et le Noir by 
Stendhal. 

This event foe most important in foe world 
in foe domain of antiques, enables Paris to 
maintain and consolidate its place as an art 
center. 

Last year Paris also hosted an exhibition of 

jewelry and gold and silverware. This 
covered an area of 47,000 square meters and 
catered for more than 1,000 exhibitors, who 
presented all the new trends, from home- 
craft creations to the leading brands. The 
show attracted 40,000 buyers including fore- 
igners. 
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Soviets fail to attain 
economic goals in’ 82 


MOSCOW. Jan. 23 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union’s overall economic performance 
lagged weU behind targets for 1982. accor- 
ding to key production figures released 
Saturday. 

Industrial output last year grew by 2.8 per- 
cent. compared to 3.4 percent in 1981. and 


a 2 percent decline m 1981. the offioaJ news 
agency Tass reported. 

Labor productivity slumped below "plan- 
ned indicators.” the agency said, without 
providing a figure. It added that savings of 
raw materials, use of new equipment and 
technology also were off target. 

Western analysts have already described 
the previously released industrial growth fig- 
ure of 2JB percent as the lowest rate of 
increase since World War II. Communist 
Party chief Yuri V. Andropov has called for 
improved labor discipline to combat the 
problem of declining efficiency. 

Tass said Soviet grain production in 1 982 
‘‘noticeably increased” compared with 1981. 
and that state grain resources were sufficient 
to “folly ensure” bread and bakery supplies 
for the population. 

However, the agency did not provide a 
harvest figure for the second year running, 
apparently signifying another harvest well 
below Moscow’s goal of 236 nnffion metric 
tons. 

The US. Department of Agriculture has 
estimated the 1982 Soviet grain harvest at

180 million metric tons, up from an estimated 
160 million metric tons in 1981. 

USDA last month also predicted that 
Soviet grain imports in the 1982-83 import 
year ending June 30 wQI be 35 million metric 
tons, nearly a fourth less than last year’s 
record 46 million metric tons. 

Soviet oil production rose to 61 3 million 
tons (1 2.26 million barrels a day) in 1 982. up 
from 609 million tons (1 2.06 milli on barrels a 
day) the previous year. 

Althou gh the country remained the 
world’s largest ofl producer, it failed again to 
achieve a growth figure in line with the target 
of reaching 630 million tons (12.60 million 
barrels a day) by 1985. 

Other production figures for 1982 also 
showed the country was lagging behind 
growth targets set in the 1981-85 five year 
plan. Electricity production last year was 
1 .366 fermion kilowatt hours, barely ahead of 
the 1981 output of 1325. The draft plan calls 
for production to reach 1 350 to 1 .600 trillion 
kilowatt hours by 1985. 

Natural gas production in 1982 was 501 
billion cubic meters, well off the target of 526 
billion cubic meters, but up from the 1 981 
production of 465 billion cubic meters. 

Steel production last year amounted to 1 47 
million tons, down two million tons from 
1981. Coal output was 718 millioa tons, up 2 
percent from 1981. Cement production was 
1 24 million tons, down 3 percent from 1981.

Gold, silver prices surge to new 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23 (AFP) —The U.S. 
steel industry experienced ics worst year since 
1958 last year, with production falling to 59 
million tons, a report said Sunday. 

Production capacity was down by about 
three million tons to 151 nuUion, compared 
with 160 million tons in 1977, according to 
figures published in the specialist weekly Aim 
Age. 

Hie number of workers employed by the 
industry also fell considerably during the 
year. In November 1982 it stood at only 
231,000 against 365,000 a year earlier. 
Unemployment stanch at the highest level 
ever registered since the American Steel insti- 
tute began to keep records in 1933. 

Losses made by the seven largest steel cor- 
porations exceeded $1 bObon during the first 
three quarters of 2982, and could reach 
$1,600 million for the year. During the third 
quarter, they made losses at a rate of $2,700 
million a year. 

The cost of salaries in November had 
risen to $26.29 an hour compared with 21.46 
a year earlier. 

Steel imports went down during the year to 
17 minion tons against 19.9 million in 1981, 
but their share of the total market was up to 
more than 22 percent in 1982, against 19 
percent in 1981. 

The only consolation. Iron Age said was 
that 1 983 "could only be better 7 ’. Production 
is expected to reach 73 million tons this year, 
according to the steel industry. 


LONDON. Jan. 23 (AFP) — Com- 
modity trading continued to fluctuate ner- 
vously thk week — a reflection of currency 
movements on foreign exchange markets. 

Gold opened strongly, and eventually 
readied its highest closing level in 21 
months before reacting. Silver moved to its 
highest in two and a quarter years, while 
copper readied a 17-month high. 

Aluminium reached its highest for 16 
months, one rose to a 12-month high and. 
among foodstuffs, cocoa moved up to levels 
last seen 15 months ago. Gains were 
generally sharp but short-lived. 

Rumors of major bank failures in the 
United States brought out speculative 
buying, as did press reports that Iran may 
dose the Gulf of Hormuz. But these reports 
never substantiated and profits were 
quickly taken. 

There was also talk of lower interest rates 

forthcoming in the United States and West 
Germany. But this never materialized. 

Conditions tended to quieten down 
before the weekend as operators awaited 
the outcome of the latest OPEC oD- 
producers meeting in Geneva on Sunday, 
which is expected to produce new ofl pro- 
duction quotas.

traded over $500an ounce for the first time 
since last September as tire recent rise con- 
tinued.

Early buying stemmed from expectations 
of a cut in the U.S. discount rate. Middle 
East interest was reported in New York and 
this resulted in solid support for London.

ABU DHABI. Jan. 23 (WAV!) - C)q?rus 
has done business of more than $24 million in 
the Gulf countries during the year 1981 
which is more than 30 percent increase over 
1980, the Dubai- based English newspaper 
Gulf Newt has reported.

A government statement said the accord 
was signed Saturday by Labor Minister Vin- 
cenzo Scotti, the head of the employers' 
organization Confindustria, Vittorio Mer- 
loni, and leaders of the CGIL-CISLrUIL 
trade union confederation. 

No details of the agreement were immedi- 
ately disclosed but official sources said it 
involved a cut of about 15 percent in the 
automatic inflation-linked wage increases 
paid under the country's "seal a mobile" wage 
indexation system and a package of related 
tax measures. 

The seven- week-old government of Prime 
Minister A min tore Fanfani had made it clear 
its future depended on an agreement. Con- 
findustria had threatened unilaterally to stop 
paying indexed wage rises next month if no 
accord was reached. 

When the latest negotiations opened Jan. 
11, Confindustria insisted a 25 percent cut in 
the rate of automatic wage increases was 
essential to contain labor costs and inflation. 

The trade union federation, representing 
some nine million workers, initially proposed 
a maximum 10 percent reduction in the sys- 
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tem first introduced in 1944 and last 
reformed in 1975. 

Scotti, who has led negotiations over the 
past 11 days, declared: “This accord shows 
the com mon objective of the government and 
ttie social partners to bold down inflation and 
relaunch our economy on an expansionary 
path." 

Inflation in Italy reached 163 percent last 
year and the public sector deficit soared to 


some 71,000 billion lira ($5.17 billion). 
Official sources said the agreement also 


included provisions for a reduction in work- 
ing hours next year and m 1985, income tax 
cuts for lower-paid workers and a govern- 
ment undertaking to try to hold price rises 
this year down to 13 percent. It set limits for 
industrial workers' wage increases to be 
negotiated over the next three years, they 
said. 

The sources said the provisions for cuts in 
worker^ hours of about 20 hours a year from 
the middle of 1984 had angered some mem- 
bers of Confindustria and Merloni 
threatened to resign shortly before the signa- 
ture of the accord.

TEGUCIGALPA. Honduras. Jan. 23 ( AP) 
— A business leader ‘predicted that 600 fac- 
tories will dose here in 1983 in the worst 
economic crunch in Honduran histoiy. 

"In view of the problems that beseige us. we 
must adopt heroic resolutions, and Hondu- 
rans will have to suffer many hardships," said 
Jorge Gomez Andino of the Honduran Busi- 
ness Council in a statement released Friday. 

Gomez Andino said that 100 factories 
closed in 1982, leaving about 4,000 workers 
jobless because of lack of foreign currency to 
buy raw materials needed in production. He 
said 600 more will shut down this year. 

Gomez Andino complained that the gov- 
ernment has not taken the measures neces- 
sary to keep business afloat and instead has 
approved “demagogic" measures on behalf 
of public employees in efforts to ensure sup- 
port for the ruling Liberal Party. 

He mentioned no specific measures. The 
Liberal-controlled legislative chamber 
recently approved new pay benefits for gov- 
ernment and some otter employees. 

The government says -500,(100 people were 
unemployed in 1 982, the highest ever in this 
country of 3.8 million people, the poorest in 
Latin American except for Bolivia. 

In the past three years, businessmen have 
pulled about $600 million from Honduras' 


Paris aims at slashing trade deficit 


PARIS, Jan. 23 (AFP) -- While I9H2 was 
the government's year for accentuating the 
struggle against inflation, 1 983 will sec a shift 
in emphasis to correcting the country s big 
trade and current account deficits, observers 
here believe. 

The Socialist government that came to 
power in the spring of last year has gotten 
inflation down to around HI percent, as it 
desired, and says it wfll be 8 percent this year. 

But meanwhile, the trade deficit and short- 
fall on current account have become disaster 
areas, and the government — while maintain- 
ing its effort on the ami-inflation front — ■ is 
going to devote more attention to working on 
these deficits, the observers believe. 

The trade deficit for 1982 as a whole, 
according to provisional figures reported this 
past week, hit 923 billion francs, about 54 
percent more than in 1981 — it was still 
somewhat lower than the 100 billion francs 


the government had feared at one point last 
year when imports were growing fast and 4 
exports were lagging. 


That figure results from the reported 5.9 
billion franc deficit, seasonally adjusted, for 
December, down somewhat from the 6.9 bil- 
lion francs record in November. 


In addition, France's deficit on the balance 
of payments hit 80.6 billion francs last year, a 
very bad showing since it helps boost foreign 
indebtedness and also keeps downward pres- ’ 
sure on the franc — already limping. The 
government has had to devalue the franc 
twice within the European Monetary System 
since coming to power, and is certainly unen- 
thusiastic about the prospect of haviqg to do it 
again before the March munfefpal elections 
— regarded in France as a barometer of 
public opinion on the government’ s perfor- 
mance. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AFP)— World 
Bank programs to aid developing nations 
have worked well over the past decade, and 
plans to reduce them “would be very danger- 
ous,* 1 a private economic study cl aim s. 

Robert Ayres, ah economist with the 
Overseas Development Council, an inde- 
pendent research group, said he interviewed 
some '300 World Bank executives and 
examined numerous internal documents, 
concentrating on the years 1969-1981 , when 
Robert McNamara, a former U.S. defense 
secretary, headed the bank. 

He said he specifically scrutinized prog- 
rams instituted by the bank after the “Nairobi - 
declaration* 1 of 1973, wherein McNamara 
had stressed .that classic theories of economic 
development largely ignored the poorest 10 
percent of humanity, and that special prog- 
rams were needed to deal with their prob- 
lems. "The bank on the whole performed 
wefl.” Ayres concluded. 

He said his findings refuted criticism by 
both the left and the right; The fonner.saying 
the bank's Third World programs are 
“counter-revolutionary" and preserved the 
status quo and the latter complaining that the 
programs were “giveaways. ..to the wrong 
countries’’ that ‘‘promote socialism”. 

On the contrary, said the study, the bank 
has acted as “an agent of reform.

Officials of the 1 U-nation community, in its 
fourth year of economic recession, by around 
12 million people were out of work last 
December, or 10.8 percent of the working 
population, compared to 1 U J million a year 
earlier. But the unemployment rate among 
people under 25 is a staggering 20 percent. 


And officials estimate the community 
would have to create at least one million jobs 
annually for the next few years to have any 
effect on the employment problem. But with 
economic growth this year put at under one 
percent and the outlook uncertain for 1984 
and beyond, there is little if any prospect of 
this being achieved. 

Officials say that even during growth years 
m the 1970s the community' s labor market 
was not expanding. "Unlike the U.S. labor 
market, which in some years was absorbing 
an extra four million workers, the number of 
jobs in the community has been static for a 
decade," one official said. 

But even the statistics published by the 
community do not necessarily give an accu- 
rate picture, with governments computing 
their figures for political advantage.

medicines, while butter only appears rarely. 
A housewife has to get up early to buy good 
quality meat at her butcher, and the radio has 
to broadcast appeals by mothers needing 
powdered milk for their babies. 

Petrol has been rationed since November 
to 40 liters (13 gallons) per month. Belgrade 
authorities have reluctantly brought in 
rationing, copying the example of other 
Yugoslav cities, because of the long queues 
outside shops here and the consequent pro- 
tests. 

At first the authorities were content to post 
policemen in front of shop entrances to con- 
trol queues and also see that scarce items 
were not put on sale before 4 p.m.. when 
offices close, so that everybody had an equal 
chance to buy them. 

As soon as a supply of coffee or detergents 
arrived early at a shop, q ueues started to form 
from 1 1 a.m. onward, mostly composed of 
old age pensioners. 

Shortages here have revealed the impor- 
tance of grandfathers and grandmothers to 
ensure family supplies in this way. although 
teenagers can also be used to queue up. and it 
is not unknown for teachers to send pupils to 
queue up in their place. 

Rationing seems to have been welcomed 
by many Yugoslavs, annoyed at the way 
-professional queues "were always able to 
obtain scarce goods. From last year onward. 
Yugoslav leaders have contandy underlined 
the seriousness of the current economic situa- 
tion. justifying the present austerity policy. 

These austerity measures have enabled 
Yugoslavia to obtain large loans from West- 
ern banks and governments and narrowly 
escape bankruptcy. 


BRASILIA. Jan. 23 (AFP) - Brazil has 
practically finalized negotiations to repay its 
foreign debts this year and only needs a 
further S3IIU million the central bank has 
said. 

Of a total S4.4 billion sought from Euro- 
pean. Japanese. U.S. and Arab banks, only 
S30O million still remained to be found, with 
central hank Governor Carlos Langoni due 
to visit the United States next week to finalize 
the negotiations, the bank said. 

Brazil, which is unable to meet loan pay- 
ments this year on both the S4.7 billion prin- 
cipal of its debt, and on its short-term trading 
debt of $K billion, has obtained credits 
amounting to 97 and 82 percent respectively 
from international banks. 

The authorities are also hoping to speedily 
obtain interbank credit lines for 1 982 totaling 
SID billion. 

Langoni said Brazil - s foreign debt last year 
totaled S6M.4 billion, plus SI 2.5 billion in 
shun and medium-term loans — including 
S8.8 billion in commercial crcdir. $2.3 billion 
in debts !o trading banks. S9W million lo the 
U.S. treasury and S5UU million to the Basel- 
based Bank for international Settlements. 
Brazil does not include short-term credits in 
its balance of payments, he said. 

UAE bank to open 
branch in Japan 

ABLi DHABI. Jan. 23 (WAM) — The 
National Bank of Abu Dhabi (NB AD) which 
is represented in nine countries will shortly 
open a new office in Japan, a bank official 
said. 

The bank's offices in the nine countries 
include branches in Bahrain. Egypt. France. 
Oman. Singapore. Sudan, Tunisia, United 
Kingdom and the United States, the Dubai- 
based English Daily Gulf Mews reported Sun- 
day. 

Its American representation is through a 
wholly owned subsidiary, the Abu Dhabi 
International Bank. Inc. (A DIB) which 
opened in Washington in early 1981. the 
paper said. 

AD1B holds a full federal ’ charter bank- 
ing license granted by the U.S. comptroller of 
the currency. Its U.S. corporate program is 
concentrated on the energy industry, capital 
goods exporters and construction, contract- 
ing and engineering companies, particularly 
those with . an existing or prospective affilia- 
tion with the Arab business world. 

ADIB coordinates the NBAD group's 
activities throughout the Americas and has 
participated in several syndicated loans to 
Latin American borrowers. It has also par- 
ticipated in several international financing 
deals wfth the International Finance Corpo- 
ration, a subsidiary of.ihe’ World Bank. At the 
end of 19Ki'. ADIB had a loan portfolio of 
$M 2 million and a total balance sheet fooling 
of $355.5 million.

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Riyal rates record rise

JEDDAH. Jan. 23 — With the closure of 
the European markets Sunday, the local 
bourses experienced a quiet trading day but 
the number of transactions were up over the 
previous weekend closings. Riyal deposit 
rates began to edge up again but the rises 
were erratic and most dealers were not 
utterly convinced that riyal deposit rates 
would continue to rise as fast as now predic- 
ted. 

Liquidity is still coming into the market 
an d riyal rates are depressed at around the 
6V2 percent levels. On Sunday, the week- 
fixed deposit rose to Vh percent levels but 
by close of business rates had fallen to 7 
percent showing the volatility of the present 
market. 

In the Jonger-daied funds the one-year 
deposit was emoted around Ri/d-85/ H nerrent 


levels compared to the 7 Vj percent levels 
one week ago. Most dealings still concen- 
trated in the short-dated funds and the 
one-month JIBOR was quoted around 6 
- 7 percent levels but the Bahrain based 
OBIT s — offshore banking units — were 
not aggressive players in the Sunday mar- 
ket. 

The local dealers are divided in their 
opinion over the Monday opening levels but 
the feeling is that riyal deposit rates could 
rise over the short-term due to the present 
money market uncertainties but that rates 
could still go either way over the long-term. 

On the exchanges, the spot iiyai/dollar 
rates were quoted at around 3.4403-08 
levels compared to 3.4398.05 levels one 
week ago when the dollar was weaker. The 
next week should prove interesting but 
probably volatile. 


Japan poses threat to West’s industry 


LONDON. Jan. 23 (R) — Newly indus- 
trializing countries of the Third World pose 
far less of a threat to Western industry than 
does Japan, a high-level committee of bank- 
ers and businessmen says in a report pub- 
lished Sunday. 

The British-North American committee, a 
non-profit organization set up to study 
economic questions, says that, in contrast 
with Japan, newly industrializing coun- 
tries have consistently imported more man- 
ufactured goods from the industrialized 
countries than they have exported to them. 

In 1 974 to 1 976. their purchases of indus- 
trial goods from developed countries helped 
pull tite world from recession after the first oil 
crisis. And most of the newly industrializing' 
■countries also remain open to foreign invest- 
ment. the report says. 

Japan is under strong pressure from the 
United States and the European Economic 
Community to cut its exports and open up its 
domestic market to more foreign goods. 
"The world trading system would have a hard 
time surviving another Japan: A system of 
one-directional concessions and unrecip- 
rocated market access cannot be politically 


sustained in today's world." the report adds. 

The newly industrializing countries seem 
to be more aware of this problem than the 
Japanese, says the report, whose signatories 
include senior hankers and business officials 
from the United States. Britain and Canada. 

Although imports from such countries as 
South Korea. Argentina. Hong Kong. Brazil 
and India have resulted ixx job losses in the 
industrialized nations because their indus- 
tries cannot compete, the developed world 
should not respond with restrictive and 
defensive policies, it says. 

Such policies would work against their own 
interests by increasing the spread of protec- 
tionism. But the newly industrializing coun- 
tries must accept more responsibility for the 
maintenance of an open world trading system 
as their econom ies improve, the report adds. 
And the U.S.. Canada and Britain should be 
prepared to counter unfair trade policies, 
particularly dumping and export subsidies. 

The worief s least developed countries, on 
the other hand, will increasingly need pre- 
ferential treatment in trading and market 
access, the report says.

ROME (AFP) — Hie privately-owned 
Italian industrial giant Fiat boosted its 
investments remarkably last year and can 
now approach the future with more confi- 
dence. Fiat President Giovanni Agnelli has 
said. In a letter to shareholders giving provi- 
sional results, he said that Fiat chalked up 
consolidated sales of nearly $15 billion last 
year — two percent higher than in 1981. 

NAIROBI (R) — A $26 million agree- 


ment to expand Somalia's telecommunica- 
tions network was signed in Mogadishu Sun- 
day by a Japanese envoy. Mogadishu radio, 
monitored here, reported. The radio also 
reported that the Baydaba-Afgoi road is to 
be rebuilt under a $40 million scheme agreed 
between Somalia, Kuwait, the World Bank, 
and the Arab Development Fund.

But her time was just 0.02 sec ahead of 
Merle, who forged her way convincingly into 
third place, with the second fastest second 
run of 1 : 1 7.44.

Leeds fans 
go wild 
at Derby 

LONDON. Jan. 23 (AP) — Around 150 
soccer fans were arrested Saturday following 
disturbances before, during and after two 
English Second Division matches between 
rival teams. 

Both games took place in the English mid- 
lands where Leeds United and Chelsea, 
whose fans have unruly reputations, were the 
visitors. 

Leeds was playing at Derby where 10 
policemen including three inspectors were 
injured and eight fans taken to hospital. A 
total of 47 fans were detained. 32 Grom Leeds 
and 1 5 from the Derby area. The game ended 
in a 3-3 draw. 

At Wolverhampton a few miles away, 
where the London team Chelsea were the 
visitors, police made 98 arrests following 
scuffles between rival groups of fans. Wol- 
verhampton. which leads the Second Divi- 
sion standings, was a narrow 2-1 winner. 

Those arrested were charged with a variety 
of offenses including assault, criminal dam- 
age. theft and disorderly conduct. A Wol- 
verhampton police spokesman said 80 per- 
cent of those detained were from the London 
area, describing the riots as " the worst day of 
hooliganism in the town for a long time." 

Meanwhile. S.V. Hamburg started the sec- 
ond half of the West German League season 
as they finished the first before the festival — 
by staying on top of the table with a victory. 

As the season resumed, Hamburg's 3-0 
win over FC Nuremberg helped them 
increase their lead over Bayern Munich to 
three points, as their main rivals could man- 
age only a 1-1 draw at home to Werder Bre- 
men. 

Bremen, meanwhile, dropped from third 
to fith as Stuttgart and Cologne both nar- 
rowed the gap on Bayern by wining at home, 
Stuttgart overtaking Borusria _ Dortmund by 
beating them 2-1 and Cologne beating Ein- 
tracht Brunswick 3-1. 

At the other end of the table, Bayer 
Leverskusen lifted themselves off the bottom 
with an unexpected 2-0 away win over 
Armtnia Bielefeld, to be replaced by Schalke 
1)4, who themselves tasted comparative suc- 
cess in holding Borussia Moenchengladbach 
to a 0-U draw- on their own ground.

Oslo’s anti-nuclear 


front gains strength 


OSLO. Jan. 23 (AFP) — A strong anti- 
nuclear movement is developing in Norway, a 
NATO country that has long sought to keep 
tension out of its ties with the Soviet Union — 
which has huge military installations just over 
the border. 

The movement began after the North 
A tlan tic Treaty Organization decided in Dec. 
1979 to deploy 572 Pershing-2 and Cruise 
missiles to counter Soviet medium-range 
missiles already aimed at strategic targets in 
Western Europe. Since then, it has grown 
steadily. Last November, it even threatened 
the longtime consensus on military matters in 
Norway's parliament. 

Then. Prime Minister Kaare Willoch’s 
center-right coalition won by a angle vote a 
funding resolution few Norway’s $423,000 
share of the missile deployment. 

Moreover, the movement, called “No to 
Nuclear Arms.” has announced that if the 
Storting votes in favor of deploying the missi- 
les in Norway this spring, it wiQ call for a 
nationwide referendum on the issue. Such a 
ballot has not been held since 1972. when 
Norway voted not to join the European 
Economic Community. 

“No to Nuclear Arms” also plans a cam- 
paign in schools and enterprisesin which 
5 00.000 copies of an appeal against the missi- 
les will be distributed. 

The leadership in Oslo seems alarmed at 
the movement's success, although it insists 
that it still holds to the policy of low tension 
with Moscow. The policy seems well-advised. 
Norway and Turkey are the only two NATO 
countries that have borders with the Soviet 
Union, and some of the biggest Soviet milit- 


ary bases are just beyond the Norwegian bor- 
der. 

Under the policy. Norway has no nuclear 
weapons and prohibits their stationing on its 
sofl in peacetime. Moreover, it bans the pres- 
ence of foreign troops and bases on its soil, 
and prohibits any NATO exercises less than 
500 kins from its 1 96-kms border with the 
Soviet Union. Despite these limits. Pravda 
last week called Norway a “NATO firing 
range” because of its agreement to allow 
NATO to hold its annual winter maneuvers 
there in March. 


OSS dais believe the anti-nuclear move- 
ment is not directed against NATO itself. 
They note that polls each year show that bet- 
ween 60 and 70 percent of the population 
remains favorable to NATO, and more than 
80 percent agrees that a military force is 
necessary to defend the country. Its strategic 
position between the Soviet Union and sea 
lanes to Noith America makes Norway’s role 
in NATO extremely important. Because of 
that position and its inability to get its Nordic 
neighbors to create a defense pact — Sweden 
wanted neutrality — Norway became a 
NATO charter member in 1949. 


U.K.’s Scotland Yard 
may be reorganized 


LONDON. Jan. 23 (AFP) — Home Sec- 
retary William White law whi announce in 
parliament Monday a series of measures to 
reorganize the London police force and 
-make it more directly responsible to local 
authorities. The Mail On Sunday reported 
Sunday. 

The reorganization, which the paper said 
would be die largest since the war. will 
decentralize Scotland Yard’s control over 
routine police operations and certain 
administrative powers. These will hence- 
forth be under the control of each of the 
four police divisons in the capital. 

The special intervention team that hand- 
les anti-riot operations will also be renamed 
and placed under the four divisions. 

Twenty-four new "watchdog commit- 
tees” will be formed from among represen- 
tatives of local associations and elected 
officials to review police action in the city. 


the report said. The reorganization will also 
encourage formation of neighborhood 
committees, based on those in U.S. cities. to 
strengthen local security and cooperation 
with police. 

On Saturday. 20 persons were arrested 
after clashes between police and some 1 50 
demonstrators at a march .to protest the 
death 1 0 days ago of a young black man who 
allegedly shot himself in the head in a police 
station. Scotland Yard reported. 

A number of shop windows were broken 
and one policeman was slightly injured, a 
police spokesman said. Police have said that 
Colin Roach, aged 21 . shot himself in the 
head in Stoke Newington police station in 
north London. But his family has ques- 
tioned the version that he committed sui- 
cide and criticized police for informing- 
them, only several hours after the death. > 


WARSAW. Jan. 23 (AFP) — The out-, 
lawed trade union Solidarity was heavily in 
debt and had few assets at the time martial 
law was imposed in Poland, the head ofibe 
committee administering assets, of unions 
officially banned last October has alleged. 

In an interview published Saturday by the 
official news agency PAP. Piotr Karpiuk said 
Solidarity's financial condition was in stark 
contrast to that of other worker oiganizations. 
He also charged that former Solidarity mem- 
bers and those who had gone underground 
had “stolen” -from Solidarity and said legal 
action would be taken against them. 

After checking, the books of batf Sol- 
idarity's branches, authorities found that the 
union had some 800 million zlotys. But its. 
debts were much higher. Assets of the then 
1 0-million-strong union were mainly print 
and communications equipment and stocks 
of “ anti-socialist publications.”

LONDON. Jan. 23 (AP) — Britons mis- 
trust American leaders' judgment and 
oppose the sitingof U.S. nuclear cruise missi- 
les in Britain by next December according to 
an opinion poll published in the Sunday 
Times. 

Asked about the judgment of U.S. leaders, 
only 9 percent of those questioned said they 
have sound judgment and 16 percent said 
they could be trusted to keep their word, 
according to the survey conducted by Market 
and Opinion Research International for the 
Sunday Times. 

Three percent said Soviet leaders have 
sound iudgment and 5 percent said the 
leaders could be trusted, the survey said. The 
depth of British mistrust of President Ronald 
Reagan was confirmed, said the Sunday 
Times . by respondents' answers to questions 
concerning Cruise missiles. 


According to the poll. 93 percent said the 
missiles were acceptable only with a “dual 
key" arrangement to permit British leaders 
to have some control, compared to 2 percent 
willing to let the United States have sole con- 
trol. The other 5 percent were undecided. 

Of the 94 percent of voters who knew of 
the 1 6-raonth-oId women's Cruise missile 
protest camp at Greenham Air Base. 45 per- 
cent changed their views on Cruise missiles in 
Britain. Of these. 3 1 percent were persuaded 
against the sitings, according to the poll. 

This proved that a protest movement out- 
side parliament can shift a nation's thinking 
the Sunday Times said. 

Britain is scheduled to receive 164 U.S.- 
raade Pershing II and nuclear Cruise missiles 
by December 96 will be installed at 
Greenham Air Base and the balance will be 
installed at MoJeswnrth.

NEW DELHI. Jan. 23 (AFP) — Indian, 
and Chinese officials will resume crucial bor- 
der talks in Peking Jan. 29. but with little 
apparent hope of accord. . 

The five-member Indian delegation, 
headed by external affairs ministry official 
K.S. BajpaL will not cany a new proposalfor 
the talks — the third series since the two 
neighbors agreed to negotiate their border 
dispute. India and China fought a bitter bor- 
der war in 1 962 and it took 1 9 years for them 
to agree they would seek a.negotiated settle- 
ment. 

According to the English-language news- 
paper The Telegraph , Indian policy-makers 
were “not sure whether the Chinese wbuld- 
shnw any flexibility” during the talks. There 
are at present three sets of proposals put for- 
ward by the two sides at various stages of the 
current dialogue. One. an old package prop- 
osal renewed by China, calls for formalizing 
the present boundary and is not acceptable to’ 
India.

DUBLIN. Jan. 23 (AFP) - Jrelamls 
opposition Fianna Fail Party, stung by a 
scandal over its use of bugging when in 
power, on Saturday charged that the ruling 
government coalition had monitored British 
Embassy phone conversations during previ- 
ous spells in office. 

But at the last minute, the party postponed 
without explanation the release of a state- 
ment detailing this charge and others con- 
cerning the bugging of a political party's 
headquarters and a journalist's conversa- 
tions. According to Fianna Fail members, the 
statement was by ex-Justice Minister Sean 
Doherty, one of two ministers in former 
Prime Minister Charles Haughev s govern- 
ment who resigned as opposition spokesmen 
Friday in the wake of the scandal. The other 
was former Deputy Premier Ray MaCsharry. 

A day earlier Ireland* s police chief and one 


of his deputies also resigned after revelations 
that the police had. under Dohertys orders, 
bugged the phones of two political journalists 
anil had supplied MaCshany. at his request, 
with a tape recorder so that he could record a 
conversation with a fellow cabinet minister. 

Fianna Fail was defeated in elections in 
December and replaced by a Fine Gael- 
Labor coalition led by present Premier Gar- 
ret Fitzgerald. 

According to Fianna Fail Party sources, the 
unpublished statement by Doherty would 
have levelled charges of bugging by the Fine 
Gael- Labor Coalition which governed Ire- 
land from ) 973 to 1 977 under former Pre- 
mier Liam Cosgrave and by Fitzgerald* s first 
coalition which held power from 1981 to 
1982. The sources said the charges would 
have implicated present government mem- 
bers. 
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Shagari’s Delhi 
talks to cover 
March summit 
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NEW DELHI. Jan. 23 (AFP) — The 
nonaligned summit meeting here in March 
and Indo-Nigerian relations will be two main 
topics during the four-day visit here of 
Nigerian President Shehu Shagari beginning 
Tuesday. Indian officials said Sunday. 

Nigeria is an important member of the 
97-mcmbcr nonaligned movement and the 
"Group of 7T' developing countries, and as 
such the discussions have a particular signifi- 
cance as the summit approaches and the 
drafts are being prepared, the officials said. 
Shagari will meet Indian President Zail Singh 
and Prime Minister Indira Gandhi after his 
arrival early Tuesday. On Wednesday, he will 
be chief guest at the Republic Day parade, 
and is expected to have more talks with Mrs. 
Gandhi Thursday. 

President Shagari will also receive a doctor 
of science degree at the GVP University at 
Pant Nagar and attend a dinner given by the 
Federation of Indian Chambers of Com- 
merce and Industries. 

A trade agreement is expected to be signed 
Jan. 25. India has some 22 joint ventures in 
operation in Nigeria, with four more in the 
pipeline. It is also involved in consultancy and 
construction projects and has been importing 
500.000 tons of oil from Nigeria annually 
in the last few years. 

Two-way trade amounts to SI. 800 million 
with Indian exports accounting for only S530 
million, mainly machinery, transport equip- 
ment. chemicals, drugs and pharmaceuticals. 


Jumbo starves after 
tamer’s desertion 


BILBAO. Jan. 23 (AP) — A nine-year-old 
elephant starved herself to death after her 
German tamer abandoned the Jumbo co- 
cus three months ago. the Spanish news 
agency EFE reported Saturday. 

The elephant named ” Vicky" began to 
starve and finally died when her tamer had to 
leave the circus at nearby town of Durango, 
last November. The agency said "Vicky” was 
unable to bear the absence of her tamer and 
she failed to eat since then until she died at 
night, under cold weather of five degrees cen- 
ti grades below zero (23F). The agency failed 
to say when the elephant died 
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
